To Charles C. Norton, Constable in the Town of Willi- 

mantic, County of Piscataquis and State of Maine, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town of Willimantic, qualified by law to vote in town 
affairs, to meet at Town hall in said town on the fif- 
teenth day of March, 1926, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art.1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. | 

Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year and 
see if the town will accept all town reports. 

Art. 38. To choose three or more selectmen. 

Art. 4. To choose three or more assessors. 

Art. 5. To choose three or more overseers of the 
poor. 

Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer. 

Art. 7. To choose one or more school committee. 

Art. 8. To see what compensation the town will 
vote to pay the collector of taxes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To choose a collector of taxes for the en- 
suing year. 
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Art. 10. To choose one or more fire wards, fix their 
compensations and raise a sum of money for same. 

Art. 11. To choose a road commissioner for the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 12. To choose all other town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will grant and raise 
- such sums of money as may be necessary for the main- 
tenance and support of schools and the poor, repair of 
roads and bridges, and to defray all other town charges 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 14. To-see how much money the town will raise 
for support of schools. 

Art. 15. To see how much money the town will 
raise for support of the poor. 

Art. 16. To see how much money the town will 
raise for summer roads and bridges. 

Art. 17. To see how much money the town will 
raise for winter roads. 

Art. 18.. To see how much money the town will 
raise for town charges. 

Art. 19. To see how much money the town will 
raise for repairs of school houses. 


Art. 20. To see how much money the town will 
raise for textbooks. 


Art. 21. To see how much money the town will 
raise for insurance and supplies. 

Art. 22. To see how much money the town will 
raise for free high school. 

Art. 28. To see how much money the town will 
raise for salary of superintendent of schools. 

Art. 24. To see how much money the town will 
raise for Memorial day services and flags. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
of money to pay their school committee for the ensuing 
year, and how much. 
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Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to replenish 
the jury box. ‘ 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no 
on the question of appropriating and raising money 
necessary to entitle the town to State Aid as provided 
in Section 19, Chapter 25, of the Revised Statutes of 
1916. 

Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to appropriate © 
and raise $300.00 for the improvement of the section of 
State Aid road as outlined in the report of the state 
highway commission in addition to the amount regu- 
larly raised for the care of highways and bridges. The 
above amount being the maximum which the town is 
allowed to raise under the provisions of Section 18, 
Chapter 25, of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
of money for patrol maintenance, and how much, for 
the ensuing year. | 

Art. 30. To see if the town will elect one member 
of the municipal board of mothers’ ag, for a Le ot 
three years. 

Art. 31. To see how many weeks of school the town 
will vote to have for the ensuing year. 

Art. 32. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise or appropriate for flags and flagstaffs for the 
public schools. 

Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
municipal officers to hire money to pay orders with 
until the taxes are paid, to the amount of two thou- 
sand dollars for the ensuing year.

To see what sum the town will ots to 
raise and appropriate for advertising our natural re- 
sources, advantages and attractions, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 4, Section 59, of the Revised Statu- 
tes of Maine, the same to be expended by the Maine 
Development Association. 
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Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to raise $300.00 
to finish graveling the road from Delmont Weston’s 
mill to the top of the hill, north of W. L. Earley’s store, 
and have this work done with a truck in the month of 
June. 


To see if the town will raise $500.00 to 
be expended on the road beginning at the bridge at 
Earley’s store and extending to Packard’s Camps, so 
called, $350.00 to be expended in hauling gravel and 
surfacing; $150.00 to be expended for machine work 
and repair of culverts.

Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 

I submit herewith my sixth annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools. 

Your school year is very much shorter than the 
average length for the state. The average length of 
the school year in this state is 174 days, or nearly 
thirty-five weeks. You are now having only thirty 
weeks in your school year. In most of the towns 
around us the elementary school work is planned on 
the bases of a school year of thirty-six weeks each 
year for eight years, or a total of 288 weeks for the 
eight years. The pupils in any town having a school 
year of only thirty weeks are compelled to spend near- 
ly ten years with their elementary school work. This 
- is quite a handicap to a pupil who wishes to continue 
his education beyond the elementary schools. I think 
the voters of Willimantic should try to give, as far as 
possible, the children of their town as good an oppor- 
tunity to complete their school work as the children of 
other towns are getting. 


HLEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Two schools are being maintained in the town. The 
pupils in the No. 1 school district are being conveyed 
to the school in district No. 8. At this time there are 
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only three pupils from district No. 1 attending school. 
Maizie C. Smith is still teaching the school in district 
No. 2. Viola M. Wooster began teaching in the No. 3 
school when the schools opened last September. Miss 
Wooster is a graduate of the Castine Normal school. 
The work of your two teachers seems to be proving 
very satisfactory. The number of pupils enrolled in 
the schools this year is not so large as the number 
enrolled last year. 


EXPENDITURES AND APPROPRIATIONS 


The average annual salary paid to women teachers 
in the elementary schools of the state is $793. The 
average annual salary paid your teachers is $630. The 
average school tax rate for the state is .0115, while 
that for your town is only .0078. You will see that 
you can do considerable more for your schools before 
elther the wages of your teachers or your school tax 
rate is as large as the average for the state. 

In another part of this report I am giving an esti- 
mate of the money that will be needed for school pur- 
poses for the ensuing year. The amount suggested for 
elementary schools should make it possible for us to 
retain good teachers and, also, to provide for a longer 
school year. The cost of the tuition for the high 
school pupils will be considerable larger for the next 
few years. The tuition charges for the seven pupils 
now attending high school amounts to $480. The . 
amount of the state refund for seven pupils is $280. 
However, as this money from the state is not received 
till after most of the tuition bills have to be paid, 
quite a sum should be raised for tuition purposes. 
There should be about the usual amount available for 
textbooks and for school supplies for the coming year. 


SCHOOL REPAIRS 


Very little repair work has been done on the school 
buildings during the year. One side of the roof of the 
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school building in district No. 3 was shingled, and one 
coat of paint was put on the wood work in the school 
room of the building in district No. 3. 

There seems to be three needs coming under the 
head of school repairs that you may wish to plan to 
do this coming summer, or at least some of them. 
These are (1) painting the interior of the school build- 
ing in district No. 3, (2) fixing the coat rooms in this 
building, and (8) repairing the outbuildings at the 
school building in district No. 2 so that they will con- 
form to the requirements of the law. 

I would like to have the voters begin to consider the 

~ matter of changing the method of heating their school 
rooms. The present method of using two small stoves 
in the rooms is not very satisfactory. There as excel- 
lent heating and ventilating systems on the market 
at the present time. These are not very expensive, 
and they would keep the rooms heated with less fuel.
